SYDNEY, Australia—Canada, 
tralia and the Argentine, the world’s 
three principal wheat producing coun- 
tries, should control the world’s mar- 
ket of wheat, declared Henry W. Wood 
president of the Alberta Co-Operative 
Wheat Pool, and Canadian delegate at 
recent world wheat congress, during 
the course of an address at a banquet 
tendered him by co-operative wheat 
interests here 

The three countries, said Mr Wood, 
produces approximately 500,000,000 
bushels of the world’s total exportable 
wheat surplus, which was about 
700,000,000. 

“If they set out to get control of 
the markets of the world, by a cam- 
paign of organized systematic co- 
operation, there will be none that will 
say them declared Mr. Wood.
